l. Egypt. 
The land of Egypt is approximately 
‘six hundred miles long and is credited 
with being the first ancient civilization of 
man. As such, it covered a period from 
about 5000 to 2000 B.C. 


Because of the Nile River and valley, 

' many historians feel that invention of 
agriculture occured first in Egypt. Other 
firsts include: the art of shaving, the use 

of wigs, the wearing of kilts and sandals, 
the invention of musical instruments, 
cushions, beds, chairs and jewelry. We 
can not leave out the burial customs which 
are still a mystery to modern man even 
today. Finally, the fixing of a calendar 
in 4241 B.C. is another Egyptian first, as 
was the establishment of state socialism 
during the 18th dynasty. 


Some notable personalities of ancient 
Egypt include Imenhotep, the real father of 
medicine (not Hippocrates), Kufu, the 
builder of the largest of the three pyramids 
of Giza, and Piankhi, Ethiopian ruler who 
conqured all of ancient Egypt to the mouth 
of the Nile in 750 B.C.

You know how people keep you oppressed? Well after 
they’ve captured you physically they destroy your ego. 
They make you feel like you can’t do anything without 
them... that rebelling is fatal. 

How do you overcome oppression? Well first some 
kind of miracle has to happen to let you see that you are 
capable . . . Just a little something that breaks that 
vicious circle of failure. Now this little thing won’t 
change your feelings that much . . . You still won’t feel 
that confident . . . But it will enable you to know with 
your own mind that you are capable. It will be a struggle 
to make yourself try something you never thought you 
could do but if you succeed you’ll try again and if you 
succeed again, you will start to feel confident. But to 
overcome your oppression you will always have to try 
something new, something you’ve never proven to yourself 
and therefore, ‘you will continually have to push yourself, 
push yourself against nagging doubts, fear of failure, 
it’s liek that with us here at United Power we’re doing 
things that have never been done before in Saginaw. 
We’ve gotton high school dropouts into college, we’ve 
gotten out 20 issues of the paper, but until every issue 
is out, we worry about it... 

Will we be able to do it? Will we be able to get out 
5,000 again next time, will we be able to have 8 pages, 
will we be able to keep it up? Can we continue to cover 
the expenses and get out the paper? Will we be able to 
have a book store? Things that we know are possible... 
But because we haven’t done it yet, we feel somewhat 
insecure. 

We know no one can start alone. More people have 
to come and participate to keep the ball rolling. A few 
can start things, but a few can’t keep it going, not really 
going. We need people with imagination who can come in 
and do what they feel needs to be done. See, we’re not 
organized to the extent of having a structured program 
to which we can assign people certain roles, perhaps 
in the future, but not now, largely because we do not 
know peoples interests and commitments. Right now, for 
sure we need people to write articles for the paper, 
artists to draw pictures, poets to write poems, cartoonists 
to make cartoons. It’s a struggle to get enough paper 
each time. We need new sources of news. We need 
people to go out into the community to get donations 
and to sell subscriptions and ads. We need people to 
help distribute the paper. We need people to think of 
new things to do, that they see needs to be done... 
and to do them !!!
